DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: parts 37 and 
45 are both referred to as the driving piece. One of the parts should be amended to 
include a further adjective defining its use or location. In any case, appropriate 
correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: (3). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
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informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims require several elements (including latch members, pull rods) to be 
located "inside the door lock structure" but it is not clear which structure of the drawings 
for example correspond to the claimed 'door lock structure' whereby the scope and 
meaning of the claim is not clear. As best understood, the term is used loosely 
corresponding with all claimed (and other disclosed but unclaimed) elements comprising 
the door lock structure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 1, 6-8, 10-14, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Pat. No. 6,641,183 to Brown in view of U.S. Pat. No. 6,820,905 
to Haeck. 

Brown '183 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : "actuation 
mechanism" - including 155 as shown in Fig 33, "two pull rods" - 156,156, "two latch 
members" - one is shown on the face of the Patent the other at a bottom of the door but 
not explicitly shown, "each comprising a "latching frame" - 30, a latching support": - 
including 106 as shown in Fig 2, a "latching body" - 22, a "stop piece" - 126, a "driving 
piece" - 52. 

Although Brown 183 does not illustrate a bolt member or explicitly illustrate the 
second latch member, Haeck '905 discloses that such arrangement including bolt 
member 112 and second latch at 206 is well known in the art. it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide the latch 
latch assembly shown on the face of the Brown '183 Patent at the top and bottom of the 
door assembly and actuating mechanism ofHaeck '905 in order to securely latch and 
lock a door and to include th particular features of sensing etc. disclosed by Brown '183. 
one of ordinary skill in the art would have more than a reasonable expectation of 
success since the components of the references are generally modularized with respect 
to the proposed modification whereby such combination would not otherwise affect the 
function of the components as they are disclosed and relied upon. 

As regards claim 13, adjacent portions of the "latching body" and "stop piece" of 
Brown '183 anticipate broad limitation. 
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As regards claim 18, lower end of 126 reads on broad limitation for "positioning 
portion" since no particular structure is described and recitation of "positioning" is broad 
without further description. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-5, 9, 15-17, and 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
